“The situation in Europe at pres­ 
ent is hardly suitable for the devel­ 
opment of an art student,” said B u t­ 
ler . “One reason for th is is that the 
im pressionistic school of art is ex­ 
erting too g reat an influence over 
there, and another is the unsettled 
condition in general. 
My advice to 
students would be to study for three 
each instance, enough^goods to m ake j years in A m erica before going to Eu-

Passing Fancy 
“I believe the m odernistic schools 
of art, about w hich we have been 
hearing so m uch, are but a passing 
fad. T he leaders in the im pression­ 
istic schools have attained the suc­ 
cess they have by playing upon the 
curiosity af the public. 
They have 
gone to extrem es. I believe there is 
bound to be a reaction. In fact, the 
pendulum already is swinging back. 
T h e m odernistic school does away 
w ith some of the essentials of art, 
and without those essentials no kind 
of art can last long in public favor.” 
Mr. Butler w as president of the 
A m erican F in e A rts society seven­ 
teen years and vice president of the 
N ational Academy of Design three 
years.

her financial and m oral 
sup­ 
port, but still she was reticent on 
some of 
the family 
connections. 
Questioned as to w hether financial 
aid was 
forthcom ing 
from A. G. 
Wilkes, of San Francisco, wealthy 
son-in-law of Mrs. Campbell, 
Mrs. 
Garvey said: 
“It would be better not to 
say 
anything 
about 
W ilkes 
or 
his 
finances.” 
June 27 was a sinister day in Mrs. 
Garvey’s life. On th at day a dearly 
beloved cousin, an elderly woman, 
died. Mrs. Garvey m ade the funeral 
arrangem ents, 
selecting 
a 
burial 
casket and attending to other de­ 
tails. Upon returning to her home 
she proceeded to w ash som e clothes. 
While engaged w ith th at chore she j 
upset a pail of boiling w ater, which 
scalded both of her low er limbs. 
Gets Murder News 
“I was confined in my bed with j 
my legs wrapped in bandages when 
my daughter brought me the tragic 
news th at my sister, Mary, had shot 
her husband, 
Jess 
Campbell, 
at 
Balboa.” 
“It all cam e 
at 
once. We were 
terribly upset by these m isfortunes, | 
but tried to be brave and bear the 
burdens. Reports th a t I have 
not 
been in touch w ith my sister 
are 
not correct. It is true th a t I did not 
get here until the opening of the 
prelim inary hearing yesterday m orn­ 
ing, but that was because I found it 
alm ost impossible to get aw ay from 
my home at B urlingam e.”

said th a t 
she and 
Mrs. 
Campbell 
had a 
brother at 
Santa Barbara. She said th at 
he, 
too, had found it impossible to get 
here, but offered no explanation. 
“ My sister has undergone several 
m ajor operations, ” said Mrs. G ar­ 
vey. “She was operated on at a San 
Mateo hospital last M arch and there 
is no question in my m ind about her 
extrem e nervous condition. I do not

The month of July in Santa Ana 
building circles was the best month 
of the year in point of the sum in­ 
volved in building operations, it was 
stated today at the office of W. S.

There were 83 permits issued dur­ 
ing the month, with a total valuation 
of $144,435, which is $8664 in excess 
of the next highest month, March, 
which had 91 permits and a valua­ 
tion of $135,771.

For the past week the record 
I shows that there were 23 permits 
I issued and the sum involved was 
$33,585. 
Among the permits were a number 
for dwellings, chief among these be­ 
ing the $8000 dwelling and garage 
to be built at 711 South Sycamore 
street for J. H. Tompkins. Justus 
Birtcher will put up the building. 
A house and garage at 1042 West 
Fourth street will be built by M. E. 
Oakes for J. Whitehead at a cost of 
$4800, while a $4000 house will be 
built for A. J. Knight at 411 Hickey 
street by F. V. Pruitt, and one cost­ 
ing the same amount will be erected 
at 1324 North Bush for J. Neiman.
